Milton tells oi one who would rother 
rule in hull than serve In heaven. Tak- 
iDg the condition of mind developod so 
fatally in Micbaol, ina figurative sense, 
it may be fouucl not altogether inap- 
plicable to the Grits in a political senso.

Tbe lact if, that if aujooe desired 
to find out how tbe right thing might be

A. Maodonald's UovemmeLt in regurd to 
Manitoba, British Colauiem, und the Paoific 
Biilway.' What a straws admixture ol 
falsehood aod nonsense. Our ooutciuporary

A Valuable Invkbtion. — Tbe Portland 
Oregonlan describts an invention for keep- 
ing -nater at the DotliuR point in s'eara fire 
enginoi: The new invention operates on the 
following principle: A Bmall circular ttove 
abont two feet high and one foot wide is 
placed by ihe side ol the boiler, An iron 
pipe about one inch in diameter is inserted 
at the lower end, or Meg' of the boiler, con- 
necting with tbe boiler. This pipe ii wound 
spirally arouod on the inside of tbe stove 
• dozso times or more, and pussea out at tbe 
upper end of tbe stove, and through the top 
of the boiler to the water. A (ew bands- 
full of coal placed io the stove immediately 
within the coil of pipe end ignited, produces 
eoffloieet heat to cause tbe water to boil in 
the Doiler. Naturally as tbe water io the 
pipe oomes io contact wiib the fire and is 
heated, it forces its way to tbo top ol the 
boiler, while the water from tbe 1 log ' con- 
stantly rushes from below tu tbe fire. By 
this action a current is produced and heats 
allVheJwator to a nntlorm temperature. Any 
.desirable quantity of Bttiam can be generated 
according to the Btate of tbe fire. At an 
ordioary Doilinij point, thirty pounds ol steam 
can be produced witnin t»o miuutee an 
forty-five seconds. In the event oi an alarm 
the pipe of tbe alove is lifted off in an in- 
stant and the stove goes along with tie ec- 
"- gine. 

Important to Kootbnay.— We clip ihe 
following Irom an Oittwa paper:— "It has 
bsen officially ordered that horees and pack 
mulop, or other pack animals, bringing pro- 
' viaiots or other mercbandisa from United 
6tit'8 territory, acioss the southern boun-

Cincinnati, July 8— A shocking tragedy 
occurred here this evening. A number of boys 
were playltg ball in the vicinity of the Brighton 
House when the ball flow over the fence into 
tho orchard of ths Rev Samual J Brown, an 
aged Melhodist preacher; and Frank Sheck, a 
bay 12 yean of age jumped: over after it. Tbe 
man who is 80 years ol age and hitherto con. 
sidored beyond reproach, thinking the boy 
had come over a'ter fruit fired at him with a 
gun loaded with slags, ouo of which entered 
bis back and inflicted a mortal wouud, the bor 
dying la a few hours.

The Harbor Grace Murder. 

Patrick Geebuu and Joanna Hamilton 
chsrged with murder on November last, of 
Garret Seais and Mrs Geehan, at Harbor 
Grace, New lonodland, were tried, convicted 
and sentenced to bo hanged. A correspond- 
ent gives tho following description of iba 
c _-»noludiog scene: — 

i T ho jury rit red, and wort t vo hours and 
(hfey.^uarters in considering their verdict. 
What tei" r '* ) '° nomeoti iheso musibava been 
to tbe wK v - 0,leu ' prisoners, wheso fata 
then hung ia i'.' 19 balance I 1'hore they wero 
in tho deck Get^oso Bfo' oa ever the wo- 
man crouching on hb r 8 ! °t, is the midet ol a 
crowded Court-hoUBc, awniiing their doom. 
At length a knock is beai'd Qt tho door ol the 
jury-room which makes efery heart boat 
quick, arid hushes in a moment tbe buzzof 
conversation. ' The jury are coming,' Their 
lordships tako theiraeuts, and the jury entsr 
their box. Every eya scans Ibeir facos to 
read tue purport ol tho coming verdict. Tho 
Clerk of tbe Uouit pals Ihe usual question. 
The lips of tho foreman ottor the words of 
doom— 'We Qnd Patrick GeebaD gailty; aod 
wetind Joanna Hamilton guilty, with a utrorg 
recommendation to meroy.' An awful thrill 
pervades ibe crowded assembly. Geehan stiod 
us firm as ever: his lace does not blanch, 
nor is a muscle seen to quiver. The poor 
piece of soiled .womanhood by his sidooovers 
her lace with her hands and sways to nnd 
fro. Tho Clerk of the Court now addresses 
Geehau and aeks Las ho any thing t > Bay es a 
reason why sentence should not be pronounc- 
ed on him. In reply tbo prisoner, in loud 
clear tones tout rang tirough tbo Coit-house, 
protests bit iuoocenoo and declares that ho 
only killed tho man accidentally. lie then 
gocson in tome incoherent romarks to ex 
plain bow Ihe aocidcrit lookpluoo, and ends by 
requesting leave for his counsel to read a 
statement he hud made to him. Amid pro- 
Itunden aihnce Mr. Ruftus leads this siote- 
me it, which proves to be, in sab-tarJO", a io- 
peiit.on oi hi* lormur btorj uboat shooting ut 
ihe hawk. The wretched girl has oot iiag to 
say "I'm innocent, i hud nothing at all io do 
with it.' And dow the voice of the Uhiel 
Justice is beurd uttaring words whioh thrill 
every heart, and which once heard, uoder 
such S3lemn circumstances, are never for- 
gotten. Tbe last of words have scarce- 
ly died awiiy, when Gouhan exclaims in a 
loud riugini; tone, "Well, that will be the 
ianooeot soffiirin' and no tnii-tikel" The mis- 
erable girl at last seems to realize her awful 
poMtiou, aod breaks oul into loud, piteous 
wailing?. — 'Oh ray, God, nay God, must I be 
hangedl — I can't dit! — Ou keep me io piisoD 
fur over, aod ever, but doi.'t put a rope round 
ray neck! - Oh let me go aud crawl on my 
knees to Ibe judge 1'' The scone was over- 
powering aa the prisoners were removed, tie 
despairing cries of the wretched womso 
ringing through the building. Few eyes 
wore unmoistoued, and down tbo palo oheeks 
of many Ihe tears of pity stole, although 
every ouo admitted the justice of the sen- 
tence. 

Before the courl odjouroed the ooun»el 
for the female prisoner prayed that exeau- 
tton of ino satilenoe might be deferred on the 
ground that sho wn* 'quick with child. 1 Tho 
Chief Jualioa directed the Sheriff ta summon 
a jury ol matrons next morning to invtstigale 
ibe truth of this plea. Accordingly , next 
morning waa witnessed the stranae eight of 
twelve malrons ontering the jury-hoxaud 
being swoin, Tbe prisoner retired with them, 
and a doctor wis sent to assiBt thtm, [n a 
short time they returned to Coott nnd the 
'Forefliatroo' announced their verdict: 'That 
they had lound Iho prisoner six months end 
a half advanced in pregnancy.' The Chief 
Janlice then declared that, in consequence 
ol th's verdioi the prisoner is rcspit-d till 
November 20th. Tnere is a strong impres- 
sion tint the condition ol tbe wretched wo- 
raar, tne recommendation of ti e jury to 
meroy, and tie possibility that Geehan 's 
influence over her led her into the crime, will 
operate to save her from the gallows and 
lead ultimately to a commutation of tho sen- 
tence.
